SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.--"Tom" 
Sharkey and Bob Fitzsimmons met 
in the ring of the National club last 
night in a tm-round "go, " and the 
big sailor was given the fight on a 
foul in the eighth round. 
Wyart 
Earp, a westeni cow-boy, was the 
referee, having been selected by the 
club and Martin Julian, Fitzsim- 
mon's manager, refused to fight 
with him, but Bob himself finally 
agreed to go ahead with the contest. 
The fighting was furious during the 
first few rounds, Fitzsimmons seem- 
ing to have all thé best of it, Shar- 
key continually clinching. In the 
fourth round Sharkey knocked Fitz- 
simmons down and Fitzsimmons re- 
turned the compliment later on. 


In the eighth and last round, 
Fitzsimmons led with a left for the 
face and missed, but a moment later 
landed a right on the head twice. 
Sharkey clinched a^nd rushed Fitz to 
the ropes. Fitz tried a left on the 
head and coimtered with a right on 
the head. 
Fitz swung right and left 
on the head. 
Sharkey landed a left 
on the head. 
Fitz swung a right on 
the head, and Sharkey came back 
with a left on the wind. Fitz jabbed 
Sharkey in the face with a left and 
swung a right on the jaw twice. 
He then landed a right arm blow. 
After two minutes and a half of the 
eighth had expired Fitz landed a 
right for the jaw, then put a left 
crook on the chin, 
which put 
Sharkey on the floor with a smash. 
Bob jolted Sharkey under the chin 
with a left and the sailor went over 
backwards. 
As he fell he put his 
hands to his groin. He made no at- 
tempt to rise and was carried uncon- 
scious from the ring. 
- The foul, if foul it was, could not 
be seen from the press stand, and 
Referee Earp gave a decision in spite 
of 
Fitz's 
protests. 
Fitz fought 
squarely while the sailor continiially 
used foul t^tics. While the marine 
was falling the referee claims that 
Fitzsimmons struck him in the groin 
with his knee, thus committing a 
foul. 
Sharkey was undoubtedly 
badly hurt. 
He was vmable to move 
his legs, though he clutched spas- 
modically at his groin with his 
gloved hand. Hardly anyone among 
the spectators saw the foul and the 
decision was received with hisses 
and groans. As far -as—the art of 
fighting goes, Sharkey is not in the 
same class with Fitzsimmons. A 
clever man like Fitzsimmons has no 
trouble in avoiding rushes. 


The fight was witnessed by 18,000 
people, several hundred of whom 
were women. 


CORBETT TO SHARKEY. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—At t h e con- 
clusion of the Fitzsimmons-Sharkey 
fight in San Francisco last night, 
James J. Corbett telegraphed Shar- 
key as follows : 
'•Tom Sharkey, San Francisco, Cal.: 


"Am very sorry at Mr. Fitzsim- 
mon's foul tactics in his contest 
with you, which prevented your 
getting a decision over him in a full 
ten-rotmd contest without a foul. I 
am ready to meet you on or before 
January 1, 1897.

PRINCIPALS TALK. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Referee 
Earp, whose decision of the Sharkey- 
Fitzsimmons fight caused an indig- 
nant demonstration from the crowd 
at the ringside last night, stated this 
morning that when he decided the 
contest in favor of Sharkey ho did 
so because he thought that Fitzsim- 
mons deliberately fouled him and, 
under the rules, the sailor was en- 
titled to the purse. 
He would have 
been willing to allow half fouls— 
that is, fouls that might be consid- 
ered partly accidental—to pass by 
with only a reprimand, but in such 
a case as this he could only do his 
duty. He said : "There is one thing 
I regret. I should have given Shar- 
key the fight earlier in the contest. 
In the fourth round, I think it was, 
Fitzsimmons landed a left handed 
blow 
and 
retrnned 
with 
his 
elbow, 
cutting 
Sharkey's 
eye 
brow open. 
Tlae ' sailor 
shoiild 
have had the fight then. 
Tlie foul 
blow of the eighth round, was seen 
plainly by me. 
Fitzsimmons led 
\vith his right on Sharkey's shoulder 
and then with an upper cut with the 
left he struck the sailor below the 
belt. 
Sharkey was leaning over and 
the blow knocked him down. It 
was clearly a foul and before the 
sailor moved I mentioned that the 
fight was over. The first blow had 
been weak and I believe that the 
second was intended for an upper 
cut, but it struck foul. No man un- 
til now has ever qiiestioned my 
honor. I have been in many places 
and in peculiar situations, but no 
one ever said until last night that I 
was guilty of a dishonorabh^ act. 
And I still repeat that I decided in 
all fairness and with a judgement 
that was as true as my eye siglit. I 
saw the foul blow. " 


Fitzsimmons said after the fight : 
"Earp knows, and so does Sharkey, 
that I did not hit the sailor where 
they say I did. My left landed 
straight in his stomach, where I 
had a right to hit him, and no other 
place. His lying do\^^^ and groan- 
ing was all a part of the game. 
There was no need for me to foul 
him, because I had him whipped 
anyway and could have finished 
him before the end of the round. 
It 
don't 
niiike 
any difference, 


though, as I telegraphed Dan Stuart 
last night that I am willing to meet 
both Sharkey and Corbett in the 
same ring any night Striart wants 
to pull the figlit off. I will .siiy one 
thing for Corbett, and that is that I 
don't blame him for siijing that he 
was robbed of the Jackson fight in 
this town. No pugilist can get a 
square deal from the thieves who 
handle fighting in this city and it is 
a safe bet that the last big fight San 
Francisco will ever see was pulled 
off last night. " 


Sharkey Imd this to say of the 
affair : "I am certain that Fitzsim- 
mons fouled me, simply to save 
himself from defeat. It was getting 
too plain to him that I was gaining 
in sti-ength while he was going down 
hill, so to speak, and rather than be 
knocked out he thought he would 
lose on a foul. Had he not deliv- 
ered that nasty blow which crippled 
me I would certainly have finished 
him in that round—the eighth, I be- 
lieve it was. 


"I am sorry that the question of 
supremaey was not settled on its 
merits rather than in this way. I 
can beat Fitzsimmons, and I would 
far rather have knocked him out 
than win the purse on a foul. I do 
not think he will be anxious to meet 
me again, however. If he does, 
well, I am open to all engagements. 
I am in the boxing business as a pro- 
fession. I intend to win the world's 
championship if the decision in this 
contest has not already given me the 
right to that title. I am not going 
to pose as a talking fighter either. 
If anybody wants fo meet me, they 
will always find me willing. " 


SHARKEY RECEIVES THE STAKE. 
A certified check for the amount 
of the purse was given / o Sharkey 
by Referee Wyatt Earp after the 
fight last night. 
Some of Fitzsim- 
mons' backers talk of enjoining the 
bank from paying the check, but it 
is not believed such action, if taken, 
would cause the bank to withhold 
payment to Sliarkey. It is claimed 
that, as the check is certified, the 
bank has no option but to pay its 
holder. It is also claimed that the 
decision of the referee is final and 
not suspectible of appeal to courts. 
Physicians and newspaper men 
who participated in or witnessed the 
examination of Sharkey, after he 
was carried from the ring, say he 
was visibly wounded below the belt. 
Doctors say his condition is serious, 
but not dangerous, and have ordered 
him to remain in bed at least two or 
three days, stating that exercise or 
any movement might aggravate his 
condition. 
Sharkey was seen in bed 
at his hotel this morning. He was 
resting easily, 
though 
suffering 
some pain and inconvenience. Wit- 
nesses of the fight declare 
this 
morning that a foul blow was un- 
doubtedly delivered, but many be- 
lieve it was accidental.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 3.—^The state 
horticultural society is in session at 
the agricultural rooms at the state 
house. 
There is a splendid display 
of fruit made and the papers that 
are being read are of peculiar inter- 
est to horticulturists. 


C. M. Hobbs is president of the 
society. He urged in his address the 
continuation on the part of Indiana 
farmers of the fruit business. He 
spoke of the splendid soil for raising 
grapes, plums, peaches, apples and 
other fruits. Mr. Hobbs made the 
assertion that the fruit crop this 
year was the largest and best in the 
history of the state. He believes the 
day of extravagant prices of fruit 
has passed, never to return. 
' 'Tliat 
prices have gone down insures a 
much larger consumption," said he, 
"and, with cheapened methods of 
growing and handling, 
cheaper 
transportation and wider markets, 
fruit growing presents as favorable 
an outlook as that of an any other 
industry. 
There were three condi- 
tions that operated in causing low 
prices for fruit this year that do not 
usually obtain : (1.) All kinds of 
fruit bore liberally. 
(2.) Spring 
opened simultaneously over a wide 
range of country. 
(3.) The effect 
of the general financial depression.'' 


Among the resolutions offered at 
the day's session was one commend- 
ing Governor Matthews for the Ar- 
bor day proclamation. 


The reports of the society showed 
it to be in splendid condition.

Dr. A. E. Bulson, in a lengthy 
editorial appearing in the last issue 
of the Fort Wayne Medical Mjiga- 
zine, has the following important 
statistics: 


"In examining the diphtheria 
statistics for the city of Fort Wayne, 
compiled by the board of health, 
several interesting facts are noted. 
During the past three months there 
have been within the city limits of 
Fort Wayne eighty-five cases of 
diphtheria, the diagnosis in each 
case having been verified by bac- 
teriological 
examination 
as de- 
manded by the board of health. 
Twenty-four of these cases were 
laryngeal diphtheria and sixty-one 
cases faucial diphtheria. 
Out of the 
total number of cases seventy-five 
recovered, of which thirty had been 
treated with antitoxin and forty-five 
without antitoxin. 
Of the ten 
deaths four received the antitoxin 
and six were treated without anti- 
toxin. 
Of the thirty-four cases 
treated with antitoxin the percent- 
age of recovery was 88.23 per cent., 
and of the fifty-one cases treated 
without antitoxin the percentage of 
recovery was exactly the same, or 
88.23 per cent."

The meet- 
ing was presided over by Mrs. Helen 
Guild. A comprehensive paper on 
rescue work and a rescue home, or 
door of hope, for fallen women was 
read by Mrs. M. B. Gorslme. 
She 
said that a number of Christian 
women have succeeded in establish- 
ing a door of hope or rescue home, 
where the erring and penitent girl 
or woman may fuid a home until 
such time as she may have gained 
strength and courage to go out and 
gain an honest living. 
Not only 
have they provided this home, but 
they secure places for these girls 
and women to work, where they 
will be kindly treated and cared for 
by those who will co-operate with 
the board of managers in trying to 
lift them to a higher plane, mental- 
ly, morally and spiritually. 


This home is establi.shed under 
the auspices of Christian women, 
who are making many sacrifices of 
time, thought and labor for its suc- 
cess. Having shown the necessity 
of such an association, they have a 
right to feel that every person in the 
city should take an interest in the 
work and g i v e of their abundiince for 
its support. It does not require any 
large amount of money to support 
this home, all the work being done 
])y the inmati^s, who are taught to 
cook, wash, sew and mend their 
clothing, also the necessary sewing 
of the house replenishing and the 
care of rooms, etc., the object being 
to train the girls in all the details of 
housework, so that those who em- 
ploy them may expect to receive 
good service. 


The Door of Hope needs furnish- 
ings of all kinds, tables, chairs, 
beds and bedding, linen and pictures, 
things to make the home pleasant. 
Many people have furniture, pic- 
turt\s, etc., stored away. Why not 
send it to the home whert^ it would 
be of so much benefit in this noble 
and charital)le work.

WESTERN UNION MUST PAY. 


The supreme court of Indiana yes- 
terday decided another of the ap- 
peals taken by the Western Union 
Telegraph company from judgments 
rendered against it for taxes and 
penalties for failure to pay the taxes 
when they became due. 
The state 
of Indiana brought suit for the taxes 
due in 1893, with the 50 per cent, 
penalty prescribed by law for the 
failure of a corporation to pay its 
taxes, and as the taxes for subse- 
quent years became due, suits to re- 
cover them, with penalties, were 
begun. 


The case decided was begun last 
spring to recover the taxes for 1895, 
and the company, after the supreme 
court had declared against it on the 
former appeals, tendered into court 
the full amount of the taxes as- 
sessed, with the 10 per cent, penalty 
usually exacted from individuals 
who permit their taxes to become 
delinquent. 
This was refused, the 
attorneys for the state claiming that 
it was entitled to recover a penalty 
of 50 per cent., in addition to the 
sum tendered. 


In this view they were sustained 
by the trial court, and its judgment 
was affirmed. The supreme court 
says that the right to the 50 per 
cent, penalty accrued as soon as suit 
was brought, being inchoate from 
the time the tax becomes delinquent 
until that time. 


The court refused to decide wheth- 
er the 50 per cent, penalty was 
properly computed on the delinquent 
tax and the usual 10 per cent, pen- 
alty for delinquency, or whether it 
should have been assessed only on 
the amount of the tax, holding that 
this question was not necessarily 
presented by the record.

The appellate court has handed 
down an opinion by Judge Lötz de- 
claring that in a prosecution for vio- 
lation of the Nicholson law it is not 
necessary to show that liquor was 
sold in a saloon whose physical ar- 
rangements do not comply with the 
law. It declared that it was suffi- 
cient to show that the defendant 
maintained a room for the sale of 
liquor at retail in a place not front- 
ing on a street or highway.

THE TAX PEEKET. 


Jolm G. Lehr Cliarged 
With 
Uttering a Forged Check. 


The .4ttidavit Was Filed by President Mo- 
Culloch, of the Hamilton Bank— 
3Ir. I.ehr Denies the Charge. 


There was much surprise this 
afternoon when a rumor gained cir- 
culation that John G. Lehr had 
been arrested for forgery. THE 
SENTINEL investigated and found the 
rumor true, the affidavit having been 
filed by Charles McCulloch, president 
of the Hamilton bank. More than 
a j'-ear ago Mr. Lehr presented a note 
for $400 to the bank and as security 
the name of Ambrose Ashton, a 
wealthy farmer, was signed. Mr. 
Ashton died and when the note be- 
ciime due the bank asked the^ heirs 
to liquidate. 
They all pronoimced 
Mr. Ashton's signature to the note a 
forgery. 


Mr. Lehr was this afternoon ar- 
rested by Sheriff 
Melching and 
taken- before 'Squire 
Bullerman. 
The case was continued until wit- 
nesses could be summoned. 
Hon. 
W. G. Colerick is Mr. Lehr's at- 
torney. 


Mr. Lehr denies that the name 
was forged and will enter the de- 
fense that if it was he did not know- 
it. 


The defendant has been known 
for years as the tax ferret, is one of 
Fort Wayne's best known citizens 
and his friends and acquaintances 
are loath to believe that he is guilty 
of any such crime.

MYSTERIOUS LEAK. 


Break In the Water Mains on 
Ea.st Jeflferson Street. 


Water Floods the Cellar of Mrs. Matilda 
Sclnvegnian's Besldence—Repairs 
Now Being Made. 


A few days ago water flooded the 
cellar under the residence of Mrs. 
Matilda Schwegman, at the comer 
of Clinton and Jefferson streets. An 
investigation showed that the water 
was continuously flowing in, but it 
failed to reveal the mystery of its 
source. 
The supposition was that 
the water came from the sewer and 
City Engineer Randall was called 
in. 
He found that the sewer was 
six feet below the cellar bottom, 
making it impossible for water to 
back up from that depth. 


Finally, after the city engineer, 
the board of works and Waterworks 
Inspector Frank Iten had discussed 
the matter, it was concluded that 
a break in the water main was re- 
sponsible for the trouble.
